Boomerang Justice in Wisconsin. 


The 8t. Louis Republican of June 2d 
tells the following story: “The most 
original and self-reliant justice of the 
peace lives at Bay View, YVls., aud 
iiis name’s Mdver. 
A few days ago 
thejuslice met upon the street a man 
named David Hickey, and upon some 
question a dispute 
arose 
between 
them. Upon whom the responsibility 
most rested does not yet appear, but 
it seems that from the dispute a more 
serious difficulty originated, and that 
Hickey having before his eyes no fear 
of the law as embodied in the person 
of the justice, threatened to thrash 
that dignified official then and there. 
Hickey went even so far as to inaug­ 
urate the exercise before the fright­ 
ened justice could escape, and would 
doubtless have made the thrashing a 
complete one had Mclver remained 
In that locality. The justice did not 
remain, but got out of the way where 
he could devise some scheme of retal­ 
iation without personal risk. He felt 
that the dignitv of the law as illus­ 
trated in himselfshould be sustained 
by reprisals, and he acted accordingly 
Ho prefered a chargeofassaultagafnst 
Hickey, and had a constable bring in 
his enemy. The Justice then opened 
Court, swore himself as witness and 
proceeded to give his testimony to 
himself. The evedence was very dam­ 
aging,and was weighed by the Court 
reflectively. It is scarcely necessary 
to say that it was considered sufficient 
to condemn the prisoner who was 
promptly convicted, and sentenced to 
the House of Correction. 
Hickey re­ 
mained in prison for some time before 
his release came ou a writ of habeas 
corpus, other Courts having decided 
Mclver’s extra-judicial 
proceedngs, 
as somewhat irregular. The case is 
one of the most remarkable individual, 
though 
an unappreciative 
higher 
Court has decided him to be present 
in a rather tight place, metaphorically 
speaking, should Hickey feel inclined 
to prosecute. 


Impersonal Journalism. 


In discussing the subject of imper­ 
sonal journalism the .Sacramento Bee 
says: “Take the case of the Union. 
It never had a proprietor that could 
write two consecutive paragraphs; yet 
Anthony, Morrill and Larkin have be­ 
come wealthy, while Upson, its early 
editor, who worked himself out on 
their journal, received only a pittance, 
and is now dying of paralysis superin­ 
duced by his over-work there, W at­ 
son, the brilliant, died in their service, 
a pauper; Seahough had not a dollar 
when the Uuion changed hands; and 
so with all the men who furnished 
brains for that paper. And this is 
what impersonal journalism does. It 
makes a few uneducated men like the 
late proprietors of the Union rich, by 
hoarding their dollars, while the real 
sovereigns of the land, the men of 
brains, work their lives away for only 
enough to keep body and soul together. 
No, impersonal journalism is a fraud 
in this sense, as it deprives the worker 
of his just reward.”

The Outlook.

One of the most successful new en­ 
terprises inaugurated in this count}’ is 
that of the Forest Grove Company. 
The company was organized last De­ 
cember, for the purpose of planting 
two hundred acres with Eucalyptus or 
Blue Gum trees. 
Some 40,000 trees 
have beeu set out, and are making a 
wonderfully rapid growth. 
The seed 
was planted in small boxes and tbe 
plants grown until about three Inches 
high. 
They are then transplanted 
into boxes twenty by twenty-four 
inches, in rows two feet apart, and 
left until the young trees are six to 
eight inches high, at which time they 
are ready to be transplanted into tbe 
field. The ground is well broken up 
and put in good conditiou. 
The trees 
are set eight feet apart in the rows. 
In setting out the trees in the field, a 
“ transplanter” is used. 
This “trans­ 
planter” was invented especially for 
this business by tbe managing agent 
of the company, and is one of the 
most successful instruments ever used 
for trausplauting trees. It consists of 
an inside and outside cylinder. 
On 
the outside cylinder is a handle for 
pressing the outside cylinder down 
into the ground, cutting out a plug of 
earth. 
The inside cylinder has a rim 
shoulder on the lower end, by which 
the plug of dirt is pressed out. 
After 
cutting a hole in the ground where 
the tree is to be set, the transplanter 
is set over one of the plants in the 
box, and a plug of earth containing 
the roots of the small tree is cut out 
and set down in the hole first cut to 
receive it. 
About a pint of water is 
then poured around each plant and it 
requires no more water. Some 40,000 
trees, set out in this way when ahout 
ten inches, are now, with less than 
two months growth, nearly two feet 
high and are making a most vigorous 
growth. At the present rate of growth 
the trees will be four to ten feet high 
by next December. 
The company 
have some 80,000 plants on hr. mi, with 
which the remaining part of the land 
will be set out. The gophers and the 
squirrels 
have been exterminated 
with poison. 
One mau, in about one 
week’s time, poisoning gophers from 
4 A. M. to 9 A. M. and 4 P. M. to 7 p. M. 
each day, has killed nearly every go­ 
pher on some sixty acres of land, the 
land being com pletely infested when 
the poisoning commenced. 
Planting 
blue gum forests is destined to be oue 
of the most profitable Industries ever 
inaugurated on this oast. 
The tim­ 
ber here is rapidly disappearing, aud 
inside of twenty or thirty years will 
be very scarce indeed. 
These forests 
raised in this county will be of fabu­ 
lous value, and can never be planted 
in sufficient quantities to glut the 
market. 
As the country here and 
back into Arizona settles up, the con­ 
sumption of timber will be increased 
and tbe supply constantly diminished. 
In four years these trees in this county 
attain a height of forty feet and a di­ 
ameter at the but of twelve to four­ 
teen inches. 
Some in this city have 
made a growth, in sixteen months, of 
tweuty-flve feet by twenty inches in 
circumference, from plants a foot high 
and stalks as long as a common lead 
pencil. 


“ The Coming City.” 


W e are in receipt of a gorgeously 
gotieu up pamphlet of twelve pages, 
entitled “ The Coming City.” 
The 
cover is green, which, wo presume, Is 
emblematical of the olass of people 
who are expected to purchase tbe one 
hundred and ninety-eight lots which 
are staked ofi'ou a map marked Santa 
Monica. After the town plot cotues a 
full page land aud water picture,which 
embraces the coast line from 
the 
mouth of the Santa Ana river to Point 
Duma, including a large section of 
the Paoiflc ocean, which, however, is 
generously marked “ Santa Monica 
Bay,” and an extensive area of moun­ 
tain and valley. 
On the coast is a 
large checkered blot, partly encircled 
by the words “ Santa Monica,” and 
from this blot runs a black line inte­ 
rior toa speck about the size of a fly 
track, labeled “ Los Augeies!” . It’s a 
pretty picture, and only needs a foot­ 
note saying that this is a purely im ag­ 
inary city, which does not and never 
will exist, to make it quite intelligi­ 
ble. 
Following the frontpiece, we 
have a page of display lines headed 
“ Santa Monica,” and beneath such 
glowing sentences as “The Future 
City of the Southern Coast,” “ The 
Terminus of Two Transcontinental 
Railroads,” “Commanding the Trade 
of Pauawlnt, Coso and Cerro Gordo,” 
“ A harbor where vessels can find 
shelter in any storm,” “ Abundant 
water from living springs,” etc., etc. 
The text of this revised edition of the 
“Arabian N igh ts” is equally florid, 
equally comic, and, we regret to say, 
equally false, with the author’s efforts 
at map making, picture drawing and 
sensational heading. The uninformed 
reader of this graphic little volume 
will, if he accepts as fact the matter 
set before him, conclude that Los An­ 
geles is a one-story adobe house, 
which has not been inhabited since 
the conquest of Mexico; that W il­ 
mington is a mud fiat ou the coast of 
China, where, in the year oue, a scow 
was wrecked while 
attempting to 
land; and that the bay of Santa Mon­ 
ica is an Improved model on tbe bay 
of Naples and the town a city of ten 
million inhabitants, who do nothing 
but lay in the shade of the magnifi­ 
cent bananas and thank the Santa 
Monica Land Company for their won­ 
derful ingenuity in finding and giving 
to them this earthly paradise — on 
paper. 


T h e H e r a l d says that we tried to 
shift the responsibility of writing Vas- 
quez for Chavez, in a recent article, 
upon our printers. That’s not so. We 
never insulted the intelligence of our 
readers by making the correction of 
an obvious error.—Expresa, June 21*<, 
1875. 
It took the bright H e r a l d two days 
to find out that our compositor had, in 
an article, substituted the name of 
Vasquez, the defunct bandit, for that 
of Chavez, the very “ liv e” robber.—

and armed bis men for defense. The 
man was brought to La Paz under 
a strong escort and is now being tried. 
These affairs are becoming alarmingly 
frequent.

trouble, but Captain Dewey refrained 
from any interference. 
Everybody has embarked in 
the 
pearl-fishery this year, but so far 
without auy very flattering prospects. 
The miners in Triunfo are doing well, 
have more ore than they know what 
to do with, and could keep a hundred 
stamps running. Mr. Brooks Í9 now 
engaged in putting up machinery for 
the new process which has proved so 
successful in Bonora. 
Yesterday morning at 3 o’clock the 
troops under the command of Eneilano 
Ybarra, took the Governor and all the 
Federal officers prisoners. Not a shot 
was fired. The merchants were ad­ 
vised that they would not be dis­ 
turbed or called on for contributions. 
How long the revolutionists will be 


able to hold 
out depends upon the 
progress of the revolution on the other 
side. It looks like 
a preconcerted 
movement, and most likely the clergy
